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PREFACE 


IN  this  volume  we  give  the  application  of  tariffs  within 
and  from  Western  Classification  Territory,  not  cov- 
ered by  Part  I. 

In  this  part  of  the  work  we  cover  the  application  of  tariffs 
from  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  to  other  points;  the  applica- 
tion of  the  commodity  tariffs  published  by  the  Southwestern 
Lines;  also  the  application  of  tariffs  from  Arkansas,  Okla- 
homa, Texas  and  Louisiana  to  other  points;  the  application 
of  tariffs  from  Trans-Mississippi  River  Territory,  and  other 
\Yestern  points  to  Trunk  Line  and  New  England  Territory, 
also  to  Central  and  Canadian  Freight  Association  Territory; 
the  application  of  tariffs  from  Mexican  Points  and  Montana 
Common  Points  to  other  points. 

We  give  you  the  application  of  the  principal  tariffs  apply- 
ing on  the  traffic  referred  to  above,  showing  where  through 
rates  are  in  effect  and  where  combination  rates  apply. 

It  should  be  taken  into  consideration,  however,  that  there 
are  many  instances  where  through  commodity  rates  are  pub- 
lished, while  on  similar  traffic  there  are  no  through  class  rates. 
There  are  also  many  instances  where  there  are  no  through 
rates  published,  yet  maximum  rates  are  in  effect.  In  these 
cases,  if  the  combination  rates  provide  a  higher  basis  than  the 
maximum  rate,  it  is  proper  to  use  the  maximum  rate,  and  the 
charging  of  a  higher  basis  by  the  carrier  would  be  illegal,  as 
these  maximum  rates  are  usually  set  to  avoid  violation  of  the 
Act  to  Regulate  Commerce.

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It  is  not  necessary  to  give  specific  reference  to  each  and 
every  tariff  published,  as  a  proper  knowledge  of  the  method 
of  publication  enables  one  to  readily  locate  the  tariff  applying. 

Where  no  through  rates  are  published  the  lowest  combina- 
tion that  can  be  figured,  (when  shipments  are  properly 
routed),  is  the  legal  rate,  provided  however,  that  if  the  traffic 
is  interstate,  the  tariffs  that  are  used  as  factors  in  making 
rates  must  be  legally  on  file  with  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission. 

Care  should  also  be  exercised  in  using  tariffs  known  as 
"sectional  tariffs,"  as  there  are  many  instances  where  the  class 
rates  make  a  lower  basis  than  the  commodity  rates,  and  may 
be  used  where  proper  authority  is  given  in  the  tariff. 

The  information  given  in  this  volume  has  never  before 
been  given  to  the  public,  although  many  theoretical  and 
economic  treatises  have  been  written  regarding  railroad  rates. 

In  traffic  work,  one  may  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Law,  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of 
all  the  decisions  rendered  by  the  Commission,  and  a  knowledge 
of  the  basis  of  rates  in  the  various  territories,  and  yet  lack  the 
knowledge  that  is  essential  to  the  proper  handling  of  traffic, 
i.  e.  a  knowledge  of  the  tariffs  that  contain  the  legal  rates. 
Without  this  information  the  proper  handling  of  traffic 
problems  is  impossible. 

Many  of  the  tariffs  of  today  are  very  complicated  and 
must  be  read  very  carefully  in  order  to  determine  the  legal 
rates.  This  is  taken  up  in  a  subsequent  volume. 
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CHAPTER  I.

For  example, 
the  Denver  combination  can  be  used  by  using  the  tariff 
shown  under  §  18  of  this  chapter,  from  Arizona  and  New 
Mexico  points,  to  Denver,  plus  the  rates  published  from 
Denver  to  the  Montana  points,  by  the  Trans-Continental 
Freight  Bureau  in  Tariff  XTo.  14  Series. 
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Rates  can  also  be  made  on  the  Missouri  River  combina- 
tion by  using  the  tariffs  referred  to  under  §  16  of  this 
chapter,  naming  rates  from  Arizona  points,  to  the  Missouri 
River  Crossings.

CHAPTER  II. 

APPLICATION  OF  COMMODITY  TARIFFS  PUBLISHED  BY 
THE  SOUTHWESTERN  LINES. 

Under  this  chapter  we  are  taking  up  the  application  of 
the  specific  commodity  tariffs  published  by  the  South- 
western Lines.  Many  of  these  tariffs  name  rates  on  com- 
modities from  points  in  the  states  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Southwestern  Tariff  Committee,  to  the  various 
other  sections  of  the  country. 

\\  e  have  arranged  these  commodities  as  near  as  possible 
in  alphabetical  order,  with  the  exception  of  the  tariffs 
naming  Miscellaneous  Commodity  Rates,  which  are  given 
in  the  latter  portion  of  the  chapter.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  Commodity  Rates,  where  legally  published,  take 
precedence  over  exceptions  to  classification,  or  the  pub- 
lished Class  Rate,  except,  however,  that  where  tariffs  con- 
tain alternative  Class  and  Commodity  Rates,  and  proper 
authority  is  given  to  use  the  Class  or  Commodity  Rates, 
whichever  is  lowest,  the  Commodity  Rates  and  exception 
to  classification  should  be  eliminated,  before  it  is  proper 
to  use  the  Class  Rate. 

For  this  reason,  we  have  given,  under  this  chapter,  the 
application  of  the  commodity  tariffs  published  by  the 
Southwestern  Lines.  The  following  chapters  will  take 
up  the  application  of  tariffs  from  other  points  in  South- 
western Territory,  such  as  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Okla- 
homa, Texas  and  Mexico. 
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A  careful  study  of  these  commodity  tariffs  is  necessary 
when  making  shipments  in  carload  lots,  as  there  is  a  great 
liability  to  overcharge  shipments  by  using  a  Class  Rate 
or  an  exception  to  classification,  where  Commodity  Rates 
are  published  and  are  legally  the  proper  rates  to  use.  Con- 
sequently, it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  you  deter- 
mine or  not  your  shipments  are  covered  by  Through 
Commodity  Rates.
